When Mr. Bowler left this country
and went to Hawall dpes not appear,
But on March 18, 1585, he voluntarily
took an nath to support the constitution
and laws of the Hawaiian islands and
bear trus allegiance to the king, with-

| out expressly renouncing or giving up

his allegiance to the Unlted States,
Section 432 of the statute prescribing
this oath, (compiled laws of Hawali,
1854,) provides that every forelgner so
naturialized shall be deamed for all pur-
poscs a native of the islands, sabject
only to their laws and entitled to their

protection, and no longer amenable to |

his native soverslgn while reaslding in
ihe kingdom, nor entitled to resort to
his native country far protection or in-
tervention; that for every such resort
he shall be subject to the penalties an-
nexad to rebellion and that having been
thus naturalized, ha shall be entitled to
all rights and Immunities of & Hawailan
subfect.

ALLEGIANCE NOT PERPETUAL

testify and for Lulu herself, who has
declarsd that she was not nnly sald,
but that she has besn already married
to the man, but has not yet llved with
him, to bhe ghut off of the Investigzation.

In return it will bave a con-
tract under which It will be impomsi-
bls fo rihe government to draw oul
the sums pald in duties and In taxes
sxcept In small portions and after nos
tice, the effect of which will be to kesj
the meney in the bank for at least »
year. 1t will bave certain rights Inm
the matter of state money and other con
cessions will be granted. Among these
wlil be control of government bont is-

suen, something which English
have heretofore taken charge of.

Tha Venezuslan congress will
on June 15 and the charter for the bank
will be granted before that time It I’
expected that the bank will be runaing
in & very sahort time and that it wil
enter upon the collection of duties at the
earlient poasible date.
